The  REEVE  AND  COUNCIL  of  the  Towaship  of 
Matsqui  hereby  enact  : — 

1.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied,  and  collected  in 
each  year  upon  all  the  land  mentioned  in  the  Assess- 
ment Roll  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  the  Munici- 
pality, and  on  all  real  property  held  by  any  railway 
company  within  the  Municipalit}',  an  equal  rate  of 
two-thirds  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  assessed  value 
thereof,  as  appears  by  the  said  Roll. 

2.  There  sliall  also  be  raised,  levied,  and  collected 
on  all  wild  and  unimproved  lands  in  the  Municipality 
an  equal  rate  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  on  the 
assessed  value  thereof  as  appears  by  the  said  Roll  : 
Provided  that  when  wild  land  tax  is  levied  the  real 
estate  tax  shall  not  apply. 

3.  The  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  by 
the  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Col- 
lector of  the  Municipality  at  his  house  at  Aldergrove. 

4.  There  shall  be  allowed  to  all  persons  paying  their 
taxes  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year 
a rebate  of  one-sixth  of  the  total  amount.  This  rebate 
shall  not,  however,  apply  to  the  Statute  Labour  Tax 
paid  in  commutation  of  statute  labour. 

5.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“ Matsqui  Rate  By-law,  1893.” 

Passed  the  Municipal  Council  on  the  first  day  of 
April,  1893. 

Reconsidered  and  finally  passed  on  the  twentieth 
day  of  May,  1893.

FERRY  LEASE  BY-LAW,  1893.

WHEREAS  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authorities 
contained  in  the  “ Ferries  Act,  1874,”  and  the 
“ Municipal  Act,  1891,”  the  Lieutenant-Covernor  in 
Council  of  tlic  Province  of  Britisli  Columbia  did  on 
the  12th  day  of  .June,  1891,  give  and  grant  unto  the 
Coriroration  of  the  City  of  Now  Westminster,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  power  to  make,  use  and  ply  a 
ferry  between  a point  on  Water  Lot  No.  43,  as  shown 
on  the  official  map  or  plan  of  the  City  of  New  \^'est- 
minster  and  a point  on  Lot  7,  Croup  2,  in  the  Munici- 
pality of  Surrey,  for  a pei'iod  of  .50  years  from  the  said 
Pith  day  of  .June,  1891  : 

And  whereas  the  said  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster,  under  authority  of  said  license, 
did  build  and  are  now  operating  the  steamship 
“Surrey”  as  such  ferry; 


And  whereas,  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  passed  in  the  fifty-fifth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria, 
entitled  the  “ Municipal  Act,  1892,”  the  Corporation 
is  authorized  to  pass  a by-law  declaring  their  deter- 
mination to  sub-let  the  said  ferry  : 

And  whereas  it  is  the  intention  of  said  Corporation 
to  sub-let  the  said  ferry  ; 

Therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corjioration 
of  the  City  of  New  Westminstei’  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  .said  Corporation  to 
demi.se  and  sub-let  the  said  ferry  to  James  L.  Card  for 
one  year  from  the  1st  day  of  .June,  1893,  at  the  clear 
yearly  rental  of  $100,  payable  quarterly  in  advance, 
on  such  conditions  and  at  such  rates  of  ferriage  (not, 
however,  contravening  the  terms  of  the  said  license) 
as  the  Council  of  the  said  Coporation  may  think  fit, 
and  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  said  City  are  hereby 
authorized,  on  behalf  of  the  said  Corporation,  to  sign 
a lease  and  attach  thereto  the  seal  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration. 

2.  This  hy-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Ferry  Lease 
By-law,  1893.”

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VANCOUVER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

BY-LAW  No.  176. 


-1  Jijf-liiieto  ilefliie  the  Ijiinit.s  of  the  Citif  irithiii  lehieh 
M'osh-honse.s  oiiif  La inifl rie.s  roll  tie  ereeteit  atiil 
earrieif  on. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  in  the  interests 
of  the  City  to  define  within  what  limits  wash- 
houses and  laundries  can  be  erected,  kept  and  carried 
on,  and  to  prevent  their  being  carried  on  in  any  other 
part  of  the  City  : 

Therefore  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  in  open  meeting  assembled,  enact  as  fol- 
lows : — 

From  and  after  the  date  of  this  by-law  coming  into 
effect  on  the  26th  day  of  May,  1893,  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  any  person,  persons  or  body  corporate  to 
erect  oi'  keep  a wash-house  or  laundry,  or  carry  on  the 
business  of  a wash-house  or  laundry-keeper  at  any 
place  or  places  outside  of  the  limits  hereinafter 
described,  that  is  to  say,  outside  of  Dupont  Street 
and  of  120  feet  on  Columbia  Avenue  and  Carroll 
Streets  southerly  from  Hastings  Street. 

2.  Any  person  or  persons  erecting  or  keeping  a 
wash-house  or  laundry,  or  carrying  on  the  business 
(which  may  prove  to  be  a nuisance)  of  a wash-house 
or  laundry-keeper  in  the  City  outside  the  limits 
hereinbefore  described  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
of  this  by-law. 

The  provisions  of  the  two  preceding  sections  hereof 
shall  not  apply  to  those  laundries  or  wash-hou.ses 
already  erected. 

3.  Any  person  or  persons  carrying  on  the  traile  or 
busine.ss  of  a wash-hon.se  or  laumlry-keeper  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  be  a nuisance  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  this  by-law,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  the  i)enalties  of  the  same,  and  every  day 
he  continues  .so  to  carry  on  the  said  business  shall  be 
deemed  a repetition  of  the  offence. 

4.  Any  person  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  the  i»ro- 
visions  of  this  by-law  shall,  upon  conviction  befoi-e 
the  Mayor,  Folice  Magistrate  or  .any  .Instice  of  the 
Peace,  be  liable  to  a iienalty  not  excee<ling  the  sum  of 
§100  and  costs  for  each  otl'ence,  and  in  case  of  non- 
payment of  the  penalty  and  costs  the  same  may  be 
levied  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  the  offender,  and  in  case  of  non-payment  of  the 
penalty  and  costs  and  there  being  no  distress  out  of 
which  the  same  may  be  levied,  such  offender  shall  be 
liable  to  be  imju'isonetl  for  any  period  not  exceeding 
two  months,  unless  the  penaltj’  and  costs  be  sooner 
paid.
